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White House Bids To Block 
Intelligence Finances Report 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate now m ust decide wheth­ 
er to reveal the U.S. budget for 
spying and w hether to approve 
any of the Senate intelligence 
com m ittee's 86 recom m enda­ 
tions for tightening control over 
spy agencies. 
White House aides say they 
will m ake a m ajor effort to dis­ 
suade the Senate from dis­ 
closing the U.S. 
intelligence 
budget, which was deleted at 
the last m oment from the in­ 
telligence com m ittee’s final re­ 
port. 
Senate M ajority Leader Mike 
Mansfield says he favors publi­ 
cation of the intelligence budget 
figure and predicts the Senate 
will vote on the issue within the 
next 10 days. 
The intelligence comm ittee 
voted 6 to 5 Monday not to in­ 
clude the figure in its 651-page 
report on foreign and military 
intelligence 
The report,- saying covert op­ 
erations by U.S. intelligence 


ag en cies 
have 
m isled 
the 
A m erican public and threat­ 
ened the 
independence of 
churches, universities and the 
news m edia, recom m ended 
congressional action to restrict 
those activities. 
For exam ple, the report said 
the CIA should be the only 
agency authorized to conduct 
co v ert actio n s. T here aJso 
should be a law barring covert 
operations that involve political 
assassinations and efforts to 
su b v e rt d em o cratic g o v ern ­ 
ments, the report said 
The com m ittee’s recom m en­ 
dations for changes in the law 
appear headed for various fates 
and also would have to win ap­ 
proval of the House and the 
p re sid en t. Som e com m ittee 
proposals have already been 
put 
into 
effect 
through 
regulations by President Ford. 
An exam ple of this is Ford’s 
o rd er re q u irin g p resid en tial 
approval of all covert actions. 
On the other hand, a recom ­ 


mendation that Congress give 
prior approval to covert para­ 
m ilitary operations, such as the 
U.S. involvement in the Ango­ 
lan civil war. appears to have a 
dim future. The Senate Govern­ 
ment Operations Com mittee al­ 
ready has axed the idea 
Other information conained 
in the report indicated that the 
United States m ay spend about 
$4 billion a year on spy activi­ 
ties that include well-run satel­ 
lite reconnaissance program s. 
That figure does not include do­ 
mestic intelligence gathering, 
which will be dealt with in a 
separate com m ittee report lat­ 
er this week.

public cam e after CIA director 
George Bush and Atty. Gen 
Edw ard H. Levi m et privately 
with the comm ittee. 
One White House aide said

Three Dem ocrats who voted

from the report, demanded by 
the CIA, had prevented the 
com m ittee from presenting a 
full 
account 
of 
sev e ral 
questionable 
intelligence ac­ 
tivities. 


In separate views attached to 
the report, Sens. W alter F. 
Mondale of Minnesota, Philip 
H art of Michigan and Gary 
H art of Colorado said “we are 
unable to report the facts” that 
show “ the high .political costs 
and generally m eager benefits 
of covert action program s.” 
Two Republicans, vice chair­ 
man John Tower of Texas and 
Sen. B arry Goldwater of Ari­ 
zona, refused to sign the com ­ 
mittee report on the grounds 
that it was harm ful to national 
security. The report “will cause 


severe em barrassm ent, if not 
grave harm , to the nation’s for­ 
eign policy,” Goldwater said. 


The report, which capped a 
15-month investigation, con­ 
cluded that: 


“Reliance on covert action 
has been excessive because it 
offers a secret shortcut around 
the dem ocratic process.” 


According to the report, the 
CIA has conducted 900 m ajor 
covert operations around the 
world since 1961.

Legislature May Complete 
Action On Utility Rate Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
State law m akers may complete 
passage this week of a utility 
rate m aking bill, but two other 
big items on property taxes and 
lobbying activities appear after 
a busy session Monday to be 
holdover items, until June. 
Charitable bingo, a fouTlh 
item singled out as a priority by 
legislative leaders, cleared a 


significant hurdle as m em bers 
returned from weekend recess.

A Senate-House conference 
com m ittee was scheduled to 
vote today on the legislation 
that gives Ohio a new utility 
rate making form ula, replacing 
an e m b a ttled ex istin g law 
which sponsors claim is unfair 
to gas electric, and telephone 
users. 
The bill, by Sen. John T. 
McCormack, D-31 Euclid, has 
been approved by both houses 
but 
in 
d ifferen t 
versions. 
Agreem ent by the joint com ­ 
m ittee would return it to the 
floor of both houses in the form

compromise.

and nine others wounded. 
The Democrat-dominated Controlling Board, which over­ 
sees disbursements of state funds, eventually voted 4-3 to 
release the money. 
Now Rhodes wants to insure his counsel for future court ap­ 
pearances wiU be paid by the state.

Pollination Imperiled 


Cold, wet weather early this week is slowing down polli­ 
nation activity in the area’s orchards, which are nearly 
three full weeks ahead of normal growth, according to Wil­ 
liam Phillips, Mahoning County Cooperative Extension 
agent for Agriculture. 
Petal fall, which signals the end of pollination potential, is 
underway for all early-blooming varieties, while Rome 
Beauty and other late-bloomers remain in full blossom. 
The wetness also increases the danger of scab incidence, 
which will remain to trouble growers through July. Any ex­ 
posed apple tissue can contract the damage. 
Phillips said Monday that local growers seemed to have 
escaped the frost damage to apples and peaches in the 
central and southern part of the state. 
But as for the effects of Monday night’s weather and the 
conditions the rest of the week, “nobody knows.”

A ll For Education

This is the time of year when many school 
districts throughout this country begin to cast 
about for new superintendents And all they want 
is a person with teaching experience, a lot of 
administrative experience, 
demonstrated 
supervising skill, 
leadership potential 
and 
charisma Residents think it will also be nice if 
the new chief administrator is willing to do 
something in the community besides supervising 
the schools. 
The problem is that school districts may 
choose from a dozen or so applicants, ail 
equipped with the specified attributes, and still 
not get a superintendent who can run the schools 
as the community wishes These days, the job is 
edging into the category of impossible 
Today, a school superintendent must take 
charge of an enterprise which, if it were in the 
private sector, would be a likely prospect for 
Chapter 
ll 
bankruptcy. 
Its 
revenues, 
theoretically adjustable to costs, are actually 
severely constricted Budgeting takes place in 
the shadow of potential turn down, and is im­ 
peded by uncertainty about state aid and. 
possible salary increases. Expenses go up with 
no corresponding limitation; there is no way to 
save except to buy less of what costs more. 
For a new superintendent, then, the job begins 
with assurance that no matter how hard he tries, 
he will probably not be able to do as well—that is, 
to offer education of as high quality—as the 
superintendent of five or ten years ago. His 
achievement will be measured in the degree to 
which he minimizes decline. 
He can also count on being whipsawed Half 
the community and half the school board will 
think the teachers are not being worked hard 
enough, 
the students 
should 
have firmer 
discipline, more attention should be paid to the 
basics, and less to “ frills." and there is a lot of 


tat in the budget. The other halt will deplore 
increases in class size, look with alarm at 
faltering college admission records, protest 
elimination of the nice things in the curriculum 
that gave the school system its reputation in the 
old days, and insist that the citizens be allowed to 
pay for the fine schools they really want. It will 
he up to the superintendent to Satisfy both 
groups 
And. while he is doing this, he will be working 
with a staff that has strong ideas of its own. 
Th se ideas seldom conform to the austere 
guidelines 
of 
an 
enterprise 
flirting 
with 
bankruptcy It is the superintendent’s task to 
resist most of the staff's proposals while 
fostering harmonious relations and high morale. 
Educational 
background. 
leadership, 
charisma, are all very well, but what every 
school district really needs in a superintendent is 
experience in negotiating, background in 
railroad receivership, and more than a little of 
the snake oil salesman’s blarney.

scientific 
and 
technological progress, oUr 
overall living standards, and 
our international political and 
military posture. There is little 
hope our intellectual, religious 
and economic liberties could be 
maintained 
The economic and social 
disutility of this system already 
is staggering A vanguard of 
160,000 unproductive welfare 
bureaucrats* adm inisters 
billions of unearned dollars to 
growing millions of Americans. 
Add the inflationary impact of 
deficit financing, the expansion 
of bureaucratic power and the 
way in which welfare red tape, 
inequities, and restrictions en­ 
courage abuse and corruption 
and one sees the grave risks to 
our economic and social fabric. 
For years, welfare critics 
were ignored. Increasingly, 
however, distinguished liberals 
and conservatives alike are 
advocating some form of in­ 
come maintenance or sup­ 
plement. Its purpose would be 
to 
stimulate 
individual 
initiative 
and 
encourage 
millions to assume creative 
roles in our economy. 
TH E 
IN STITU TE 
for 
Socioeconomic. Studies has 
been studying the feasibility of 
"cashing out" the welfare 
system as we know it. All 
present programs would be 
consolidated in favor of a 
federal income 
maintenance 
policy. 
The idea is to provide sub­ 
sistence income as a foundation 
on which a family can build. 
Today, a job or a raise for a 
poor welfare family often 
imposes economic penalties 
Too often earned increases in 
income cancel out such benefits 
as Food Stamps. Medicaid and 
housing and cut cash assistance 
such as Aid For Dependent 
Children, 
Under such pressure, poor 
families avoid earned income 
in 
favor 
of 
£, vernment 
largesse. 
The work ethic would be 
strenghened by positive help to 
the near-poor 
The income 
supplement would substantially 
increase their standard of 
living and put a distinct margin 
between them and families that 
do not work Today there often 
is no difference in income 
between 
nonworkers 
on 
welfare 
and 
unassisted, 
working families. 


Of course, the income sup­ 
plement, 
subject 
to 
the 
progressive income tax, will be 
recouped from topmost income 
strata. 
Economist Milton Friedman 
has long urged replacing the 
dole with taxable income 
maintenance as the basis of our 
welfare system. Editorials 
sympathetic to the concept 
have appeared in publications 
ranging from Forbes Magazine 
to the New York Times. 
Former Rep. Martha W 
Griffiths, 
the 
Michigan 
Democrat 
who 
was 
long 
Congress’ resident expert on 
welfare reform, pioneered 
legislation that would cash out 
the present welter of benefits 
programs. 
IN 
R EC EN T 
weeks, 
Republican Sen. Jacob K 
Javits has brought the Griffiths 
proposal to the Senate as the 
“Tax Credits and Allowances 
Act of 1976.” According to the 
Senator, “This bill is designed 
to 
provide 
a 
system 
of 
rebatable tax credits and cash 
grants so that a family of four, 
for 
example, 
would 
be 
guaranteed minimum annual 
income of $4,300 . . . Other 
federal assistance levels would 
be uniform throughout the 
country'.” 
Apparently this exciting and 
far-reaching 
proposal 
has 
escaped the attention of our 
major candidates for national 
office. 
Actually, the welfare mess of 
today has long been forecast. It 
was 
no 
reactionary, 
but 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt who 
cautioned that 
"continued 
dependence upon relief induces 
a spiritual and moral disin­ 
tegration 
fundam entally 
destructive to the national 
fiber. To dole out relief. . . is to * 
administer a narcotic, a subtle 
destroyer of the human spirit.” 
How depressingly ironic this 
crisis is on the eve of the 200th 
anniversary of our Declaration 
of Independence Our cities and 
millions of our citizens are 
threatened with economic and 
moral subjugation 
Yet the 
cause lies not with tyrants 
across the oceans but with our 
refusal to grapple with the need 
for change. Walt Kelly’s Pogo 
was all-tooaccurate: “ We have 
met the enemy and he is us.” 
The elections of 1976, like the 
events of 1776, will have far­ 
reaching effect. To choose our 
leaders wisely for the citical 
years ahead, we must know 
w here they stand on the crucial 
issue of welfare reform.

WASHINGTON - The rubber 
strike could explode into a 
global spectacular — or it could 
whimper into a long wearying 
network 
of 
idling 
pickets 
learning the hard way it doesn’t 
always pay to scream “ strike.” 
This walkout by $9-an-hour 
tire, rubber and chemical 
making proletarians could 
trigger the inflation escalator 
sky-ward just as giddying 
prices appear to rest from 
sheer exhaustion. 
If 
the 
AFL-CIO 
United 
Rubber Workers union (URW) 
succeeds after a 
four-week 
strike, this agitated union will 
set some precedents which will 
switch the train of history — as 
the semi-skilled intellectuals 
say — into unprecedented new 
routes on the labor front. 
Few realize that this stop­ 
page is the first test of an 
American union’s effort to call 
a global — or at least inter­ 
continental — walkout or job 
action boycott. 
If successful, union president 
Pete Bommarito will have 
made his URW the first ef­ 
fective multi-nationJl union. 
BOMMARITO HAS 
called 
for an international boycott of 
America’s Big Four tire com­ 
panies. What he’s really doing 
in strike headquarters in Cleve­ 
land and Akron, Ohio, is calling 
in His European lOUs.

At that time4 after assuring 
his American followers that he 
Eld not gone to taste the 
Parisian cuisine or saunter 
through the Louvre, Bom­ 
marito, who’s also a national 
AFL-CIO vice president, as­ 
serted confidently: “ I ’m tre­ 
mendously optimistic, If we 
ever need international aid to 
win a settlement in America, I 
have all the confidence in the 
world that we will have such co­ 
operation through the rubber 
councils and the ICF on the 
whole.” 
THIS ICF is headed by the 
54-year-old Charles 
(Chip) 
Levinson. He’s Canadian-born 
but knows 
New 
York and 
Brooklyn as well as he does 
Washington 
and 
Geneva. 
Levinson is one of those inter­ 
nationalists who live in a 
crackling, 
borderless 
world. 
He’s a socialist but mighty 
pragmatic. 
Having 
once 
worked with Walter and Victor 
Reuther, he’s not exactly 
popular in AFL-CIO command 
circles. But he has allied him­ 
self not only with Bommartio 
and the rubber workers, but 
with the Teamsters Brother­ 
hood, which pays the ICF per 
capita dues for some 750,000 (rf 
its members And which once 
slapped down the Michelin tire 
company by threatening a boy­ 
cott at Chip Levinson’s request. 
Recently “ Chip” sat in on a 
URW strategy session in Ohio 
— and pledged full support-of 
his “ international secretariat.” 
This means, Levinson told me 
during a 
transatlantic tele­ 
phone interview, that “ we will 
hit the tire companies, espe­ 
cially 
Firestone in Europe. 
How? By refusing to work over­ 
time, especially at their Ger­ 
man plants, and by stalling 
contract talks in Europe so we 
can tie them up if necessary .” 
TH ERE ARE many skilled 
intellectuals who pooh-pooh 
Levinson and his ICF. This has 
been a controversial matter 
inside the scholarly circle spe­ 
cializing in international labor. 
However, we soon will see if a 
global boycott or world job ac­ 
tion or anv intercontinental 


collaboration can affect 
an 
American strike. 
If ICF succeeds in hurting 
Firestone (Bommarito’s first 
objective in cracking the rub­ 
ber industry’s line), then the 
same tactic will be invoked by 
United Auto Workers’ president 
Leonard Woodcock when he be­ 
gins negotiating with the Big 
Three car companies in mid- 
July. 
Woodcock is president of the 
automotive 
councils, 
also 
Geneva-based, of the Interna­ 
tional Metal workers’ Federa­ 
tion. And they do have clout. 
They’re tied in with the power­ 
ful, albeit unknown here. Egen 
Loderer, head of the 2-million- 
member German union, “ IG 
Metall,” which could shut down 
all multi-national auto plants in 
the Federal Republic. 
They will meet in a world 
conference in Munich, May 10- 
13. If Bommarito is hurting 
Firestone in Europe with IC F’s 
global action, Woodcock may 
well go in for the same multi­ 
union strategy 
IF THE R U B B E R 
union 
strike pressures the Big Four 
rubber companies Into a heavy 
settlement 
the size of 
the 
teamsters’, it would have input 
into and impact on the low-visi- 
bility negotiations in New York 
City between the International 
Union of Electrical Workers 
G U E) and the coordinated Bar­ 
gaining Committee on one side 
and the General Electric Co. 
Certainly the coordinated labor 
committee won’t take less than 
what Bommarito’s union gets. 
Nor will the UAW, when it bar­ 
gains for some 750,000 auto 
workers. Bommarito is making 
ripples. If he turns them into 
waves, the rip tide will smash 
efforts to hold down inflation. 
This nation will be hurtled into 
double-digit inflation 
None of this will do the $9-an- 
hour rubber workers any good 
America's tire industry will 
price itself out of much of the 
competition 
with 
foreign 
producers. Layoffs will follow 
Time has come for the rank and 
file to do its homework before it 
needles its leaders into calling 
strikes which foul up the 
economic air. Nobody wins.

General Accounting Office, 
suffering from acid indigestion, 
burped up a sour little report 
the other 
day 
on 
military’ 
“ resorts.” The report was 
prepared at 
the 
behest 
of 
Senator William Proxmire of 
Wisconsin, who released it to 
the press with a bilious little 
statement of his own. 
This was the substance of the 
report — that the military 
services 
maintain 
several 
"elaborate resort-style cen­ 
ters." including a large center 
in 
Germany, 
one 
in 
the 
Philippines, and two in Hawaii; 
that these resorts benefit from 
an annual $12.6 million subsidy 
from 
the taxpayers; 
that 
charges should be increased to 
reduce the subsidy; and that 
military 
personnel 
now 
assigned to the centers should 
be feassigned to military 
duties. 
The GAO reminded Senator 
Proxmire 
that 
it 
"has 
questioned the funding of 
military recreation programs 
several times.” The authors of 
the 
report 
ventured 
the 
gratuitous suggestion that “ in 
view 
of 
the delay 
(rf 
the 
Department of Defense in 
updating its 
policies, 
the 
Congress may wish to impose 
specific guidelines on the use of 
appropriated funds to support 
these programs ” Hoity-toity, 
hoity-toity! 
The “ claimed mission” of 
these facilities, said the GAO, 
sneering ever so faintly, is to 
provide 
opportunities 
for 
servicemen to rest and relax 
The center at Garmisch in 
Germany offers skiing, tennis, 
ice skating, fishing, golfing. 
bowling, sailing, andthe like. A 
center in Hawaii wallows in 
such luxuries as a cafeteria, 
post office, bar, package store, 
recreation lodge, barber shop, 
theater and library. The Hale 
Kaa hotel on Waikiki Beach has 
"restaurants, cocktail lounges 
and banquet facilities,” as well 
as a swimming pool and a 
flower shop. The whole tone of 
the report was a tone of heavy 
disapproval. 
The GAO has prepared many 
useful studies of government 
spending, and Senator Prox­ 
mire lias done a constructive 
job of exposing federal ex­ 
travagance, but this particular 
report starts a slow burn. In 
theory, the GAO is the "wat­ 
chdog of Congress ” It would be 
a pure pleasure, one of these 
days, lo see 
(he watchdog 
report 
on

master’s 
perquisites No such study has 
ever been made 
ll takes i monumental gall 
a kind of awesome chutzpah — 
for any member of Congress to 
comp la iii 
about 
military 
amenities 111 the Whole of our 
government, in groop is more 
petted, pampered, coddled, 


cuddled and richly subsidized 
than those who serve in the 
House and Senate. 
A senator or congressman 
parks in the morning in a 
magnificent heated garage. He 
ascends on a “ members only” 
elevator to a posh office. His 
flowers are provided free from 
the Botanical Gardens 
The 
pictures on his walls have been 
framed, free, by a special 
service. He works on his mail, 
which goes 
out 
free. 
He 
saunters to the barber shop for 
a haircut, free, and a shoeshine, 
free He goes to the gym for a 
workout, followed by a swim in 
the congressional pool. He eats 
a 
subsidized 
lunch 
in 
a 
luxurious dining room. Then he 
goes to the floor to vote himself 
a sneaky raise in pay. 
If a member gets ill, he gets a 
subsidized room at Walter Reed 
or Bethesda. 
He gets free 
medical examinations and free 
prescriptions. He gets a $3,000 
tax deduction for living ex­ 
penses. He can look forward to 
a lush pension. He gets a free 
thousand-dollar set of law 
bodes and a free custom-made 
trunk to pack them in. He or­ 
dinarily works from Tuesday 
through Thursday. Exhausted 
by his labors, he votes himself 
three months of recesses and 
vacations, a part of which he 
devotes to a European junket 
The day seldom passes that 
some flapjaw doesn’t arise on 
the floor to denounce the 
military for extravagance. 
These pampered darlings of the 
Congress steadily have whittled 
away at the benefits'promised 
to servicemen as inducements 
to military service. Military 
retirement, 
m ilitary 
com­ 
missaries, m ilitary health 
benefits, military educational 
benefits — all these come under 
incessant attack 
Senator Barry Goldwater, 
God bless him, laid all this on 
the line in a blistering speech to 
the National Space Club on 
February 4 ^le put the speech 
in the Congressional Record, 
and urged his colleagues to

hypocrites, 
demagogues and 
publicity 
seekers about the defense 
establishment.”

It’s a 
hidden treasure — 
unbelievably tucked away in a 
quiet, comfortable corner of a 
bustling and efficient medical 
complex. 
The treasure is a collection of 
m edals 
and 
decorations 
representing many foreign 
countries. They date from the 
17th century to the present 
time. 
Assembled by Dr. Earl Mills, 
a well-known physician, the 
medals are part of his personal 
collection which included icons, 
crufixes, early lithographs and 
other artifacts. After his death 
several years ago, friends and 
coworkers furnished a room 
adjacent to the hospital library 
in his memory. It is in the Mills 
Rooms that Mrs. Mills has 
placed his extensive collection. 
The giving of medals 
or 
decorations has its roots in 
ancient 
tim es, 
perhaps 
beginning with ancient Greek 
civilization. 
And, 
they were 
undoubtedly 
military 
honors 
awarded for merit rather than 
membership in an order 
The Romans also used the 
medallion to be worn on the 
breast of a noted warrior as a 
mark of distinction. The Latin 
term for these decorations is 
Phalerae. 
However, it wasn’t until the 
Middle Ages that we find the 
real beginnings of orders as 
they are known today. Knights 
joined together by 
religious 
vows formed an order and each 
order was distinguished by its 
insignia. Thus, at the time of 
the Crusades, decorations or 
insignia was worn, not for merit 
or for historic deeds, but for 
membership identification. 
The Order of the Hospital of 
St. John of Jerusalem (Knights 
oi M alta) is the oldest of these 
orders. 
L ater 
in 
history,

established, these orders were

Perhaps the best 
known and oldest is the English 
Order of the Garter. Founded in 
1348 by Edward III, King of 
England, it is today still highly 
regarded and exclusive.

clarity,

of 
decorations is categorized into 
badges, collars and stars. A 
badge is any medal that is worn 
on a ribbon, sash, collar or bar. 
A collar is a chain worn on the 
shoulder; generally given only 
to heads of state. A star is a 
badge fastened by a screw or a 
pin. 
In all medals, the ribbon is an 
Important and distinguishing 
com plem ent. 
Most 
early 
decorations w ere suspended 
from solid color ribbons. But 
the proliferation of orders and 
awards made it necessary to 
combine 
colors. 
The 
colors 
were symbolic. 
Blue is used on the English 
Order 
of 
the 
G arter 
to 
represent royal honor and 
virtue. Red often symbolizes 
love, blood and royal majesty. 
Green characterizes hospital 
orders; black for religious 
orders.

repwrtedlv 
has 
received 


pressure from Congress to 
return baseball to the nation’s 
capital after a five-year ab­ 
sence. 
Kuhn said that now he is not 
certain what coute he will take 
to restore baseball in Washing­ 
ton "A t this point, I don’t want 
to try’ to answer that question 
precisely,” he said 
Meanwhile. A L President Lee 
MacPhail clearly was thrilled 
by the NL vote to leave the field 
open to his'league.

Great news.” he said. Asked if 


he had expected the National 
League to reject the expansion 
move, MacPhail said: " I tried 
not to guess what they would do 
because I've been wrong so 
often. But this sounds con­ 
clusive T think it’s a signal to us 
that our expansion to Toronto is 
proper and we w ill move 
ahead.”

only for Toronto, on the same 
day the American League ap­ 
proved expansion into the Ca­ 
nadian city.

LOS ANG ELES (AP) - It 
was more than 20 months since 
Tommy John pitched in Dodger 
Stadium 
He was given a warm wel­ 
come when he trotted to the 
mound to face the Pittsburgh 
Pirates — and a standing ova­ 
tion when he trotted off 
Tommy John, who injured his 
pitching arm so severely in 
July of 1974 that months of rest, 
two tedious operations 
and 
months of painstaking exercise 
were required just so he could 
throw a baseball again, had 
won his first game since July 7, 
1974. 
The Los Angeles lefthander 
beat the powerful Pirates, 7-1, 
for the Dodgers’ third straight 
victory and fifth in their last 
seven.

that they can examine the legs 
and not be able to detect the 
presence of a clot within one 
of the deep veins. 
The clot that breaks loose, 
from any location billows that 
blood stream just Iik6 a log 
going down a river. It rides 
with the blood stream through 
the right side of the heart. The 
blood comes out of the heart 
and goes to the lungs. The 
clots lodge in the lungs and 
never get back to the heart.

techniques" for accurate pre­ 
dictions for 1976 harvests at this 
time. 


The projections basically are 
form ulated according 
to as­ 
sumptions that farm ers w ill 
have normal weather during 
the growing season and that 
yields w ill follow' recent trends. 
Thus, give or take 75 m illion 
bushels, the report said this 
year's w heat crop could be two 
billion bushels, second only to 
last year's record of 2.1 billion. 
The corn crop plus or minus 
350 m illion bushels, was p ro j­ 
ected at nearly fi 4 billion, up 
from last year’s record of about 
5.8 billion 


Bell said he personally had 
been talking in terms of a 1976 
wheat crop in the range of 1.8 
billion to 1.9 billion, which still 
would be the second largest He 
also questioned

report’s 
projected 1976 corn yield of 89 
bushels per acre, give or take 
live bushels, compared with 
86.2 for the 1975 harvest.

The report s projections for 
exports this season, meaning 
grain p rim a rily from the 1975 
harvests, appeared reasonable. 

Wheat exports were 
put at 1.2 billion bushels for 
1975-76, down from an earlier 
forecast of about 1.3 billion

Ford was m aking an a fter­ 
noon (light to B arksdale Air 
Force Base, La., and nearby 
Shreveport to conduct a public 
forum and add ress the annual 
military ball of the Louisiana 
National Guard. 
The Louisiana stops, which 
precede an overnight stay in 
Longview. Tex,, w ere on the 
agenda because S hreveport’s 
television stations claim siz­ 
eable audiences in the Piney 
Woods country of E a st Texas 
In a filmed interview Monday 
with KMOL-TV of San Antonio. 
Ford again said he is the un­ 
derdog in the May 1 prim ary, 
w ith 96 delegates at stake. But 
he added, “ I ihink we have an 
opportunity to close the gap and 
m ake it a 
very, 
very 
tight 
r a c e ” . 
Reagan has been critical of 
F o rd ’s national security policy, 
and Ford a rm e d himself with 
fresh political am m unition on 
his second cam paign trip to the 
s ta te Late Monday, F o rd asked 
Congress for an extra $322.4 
million to buy M inutem an III 
missiles and new, m ore pow­ 
erful nuclear w arheads for the 
intercontinental weapons 
R eagan has contended that 
Ford has allowed the United 
States 
to 
lapse into second 
place in m ilitary power. But the 
P resid en t told the Sap Antonio 
station. “ I don’t think there are 
any reliable sources that say 
the United States is No. 2.” 
On R e ag an ’s sta te m e n ts that 
the Soviets have about twice as 
m any m en under a r m s as the 
United States, Ford said “only 
about halt of those a re w hat we 
would call active duty military 
forces.” 
Ford added that “ if Mr. Rea 


gan is saying that the United 
States should have four million 
men. not 2.1 million, then I 
think you have to assu m e that 
he is expecting to reinstitutf* the 
d r a f t . . . ” 
Deputy White House P ress 
Secretary John Carlson said 
Monday that “a t this point I 
know' of no plans” for F ord -«rd 
form er Texas Gov. Jn^n B 
Connally to meet during c’o’*d’s 
visit to the state. 


Few in *thb Ford entourage 
would be surprised at a m eet­ 
ing, although Connally has in­ 
dicated he has no plans to en­ 
dorse F ord or Reagan. Ford a c ­ 
knowledged that a Connally en ­ 
dorsem ent would have a “ very 
significant im p act,” and som e 
Texans with ties to Connally 
suspect the am bitious form er 
governor might give Ford an 
ll t h hour boost.
